CTA’s disposable, unlimited-ride passes still around

Riders who miss using those disposable three- 
and seven-day unlimited-ride passes on the 
CTA, take note. A loophole in the Ventra sys- 
tem allows riders to buy the tickets—as long 
as they purchase them in bulk. 

As part of the transition to the Ventra pay- 
ment system, which was completed in July, the 
CTA stopped selling the individual three-, sev- 
en- and 30-day disposable unlimited passes. 

But three- and seven-day disposable passes 
still are being sold in bulk through Ventra, 
mostly to social-service agencies that hand 
the cards out to their clients. The CTA said 
these disposable passes are available as a con- 
venience to organizations. 

Individual riders also can purchase them— 
though the CTA doesn’t advertise that. To get 
these passes, riders have to fill out a form and 
buy at least 10 tickets at a time. 

The catch is, they have to pay a 50-cent 
processing fee for each three- and seven-day 
ticket they buy—a fee that goes to Ventra ven- 
dor Cubic Transportation Systems for manu- 
facturing the tickets. 

“Very rarely have individuals purchased their 
passes in bulk,” CTA spokeswoman Catherine 
Hosinski said. “The use of the Ventra hard 
card continues to be the best option for our 
customers in terms of cost and convenience.” 

The CTA has said that riders who want to 
use a three- or seven-day unlimited ride pass 
have to load the pass onto a Ventra hard, plas- 


tic card meant for long-term use. They also 
could take advantage of the passes by using a 
personal bank card or phone that is compat- 
ible with Ventra readers. 

One-day disposable passes still are available 
at Ventra vending machines; 30-day dispos- 
able passes have been discontinued. 

Unlimited-ride passes loaded onto a Ventra 
plastic card are not subject to processing fees, 
as they are in bulk ticket purchases. 

The CTA largely has promoted the long- 
term Ventra plastic cards. It costs $5 to buy a 
card and if a rider registers the card through 
Ventra, the $5 is put back onto the card as 
transit credit. There were 2.3 million active

Ventra accounts last month. 

But registering Ventra cards is not a popu- 
lar choice. About 43 percent of Ventra cards 
were registered, as of May. The CTA could 
not provide up-to-date registration numbers. 

Riders have said they won't register their 
cards because they don’t want to give personal 
information to Ventra. Others have said they 
found the registration process to be a hassle. 
The $5 spent on the card is then lost. 

Before Ventra, about 75 percent of riders 
used disposable fare cards. 

For those who prefer the old method of 
using a pass and then throwing it out, buying 
in bulk may be a better option, though it will

the mail-in form. 


» Riders must order at least 10 of the disposable tickets at one time. The purchase can bea 
mix of one-, three- or seven-day unlimited ride tickets or the $3 single-ride ticket. 


» The three- and seven-day disposable tickets are subject to a 50-cent processing fee that 
Ventra hard plastic cards are not. The one-day unlimited pass and single-ride tickets cost the 
same whether you buy them in bulk or at a Ventra vending machine. 


» Orders are delivered within seven to 10 days after the mail-in order and payment is re- 


ceived, and there is no shipping charge. 


» Tickets expire between 50 and 250 days after they’re issued. 


cost more and take longer to get the passes. 

Take the three-day unlimited-ride pass, 
for example. It costs $205 for a bulk order of 
10 —$200 for the base fee plus the 50-cent 
processing fee per ticket or $5 for 10 tickets. 

That works out to $20.50 per ticket. With 
a registered Ventra card, you can buy one pass 
at a time—or in bulk—online or at station 
vending machine. Buy ro and the cost is $200 
or $20 per unlimited ride pass. 

About 93 percent of bulk purchases are of 
the single-ride and one-day tickets, both of 
which are offered at rail stations and retail 
spots, Hosinski said. 

Three-day passes make up 1 percent of 
bulk sales while seven-day passes make up 
6 percent, Hosinski said. Neither product is 
offered at rail stations or retail outlets. 

The Ventra hard cards are good for five 
years, but if a Ventra card is not used for tran- 
sit or reloaded for 18 continuous months, 
a dormancy fee of $5 per month is charged 
against the account until the balance is re- 
duced to zero. 

The CTA said there are other benefits to 
having the Ventra hard card. 

Hard cards can be reloaded with passes, 
tickets cannot. If a ticket is lost, it cannot be 
replaced, but the balance can be replaced on 
lost registered Ventra cards. 

“You're better off getting the hard Ventra 
card,” Hosinski said.

Emanuel ups contract 
workers’ wages to $13

Mayor Emanuel on Wednesday ordered city 
contractors to pay a minimum wage of at least 
$13 an hour, up from the current $8.25. 

Emanuel’s executive order will require 
that contractors and subcontractors who get 
work with the city pay workers the higher 
minimum wage. The new rule will benefit 
contracted employees, typically landscapers, 
maintenance workers, security officers, con- 
cessionaires and custodians, according to the 
mayor’s office. 

While Emanuel’s executive order is ex- 
pected to affect only 1,000 workers, the 
symbolism adds momentum to a proposed 
ordinance that would raise the minimum 
to that level by 2018 for the estimated 
400,000 people in Chicago. 

The move comes as President Obama re- 
newed his call Monday for Congress to raise 
the federal minimum wage to $10.10 from 
$7.25 after cities from Seattle to New York 
have begun acting on their own. 

“This is a down payment on the goal for 
all 400,000 people,” Emanuel told report- 
ers after the signing. “For the around 1,000, 
that will be impactful. They'll start seeing it 
in their paycheck immediately. That’s a good 
thing for the city of Chicago. It’s good thing 
for our economy.” 

Emanuel, acting on a recommendation 
from a task force, asked the city council 
July 30 to raise the wage to $9.50 next year 
and gradually increase it until it reaches $13 
in 2018. 

A council vote, however, may be delayed

until after Illinois voters decide in November 
the fate of an advisory referendum to raise the 
statewide rate to $10 per hour. 

Aldermen are split on whether Emanuel’s 
proposal is too high or too low. 

Voters overwhelmingly approved a non- 
binding resolution in March that called for a 
minimum $15 pay level and a bill was intro- 
duced on city council to do that. 

The proposals are part of a nationwide ef- 
fort to help low-wage workers. 

A worker earning the national minimum 
wage of $7.25 an hour, 40 hours a week, would 
earn an estimated $15,080 a year. That com- 
pares with the federal poverty level of $23,850 
a year for a family of four and $11,670 for an 
individual, according to 2014 guidelines. 

‘A higher minimum wage is essential to 
putting a financial floor beneath our hard- 
working families,” Emanuel said in a state- 
ment. “With this executive action, we'll help 
ensure that nobody who is contracted to do 
work with the city of Chicago will ever have 
to raise their children in poverty.” 

Emanuel’s order affects all city service con- 
tracts, including construction, advertised af- 
ter Oct. 1, and will rise with inflation, accord- 
ing to a statement from his office.

Lawyer: Feds probing 
shootings by police

The FBI and federal prosecutors are inves- 
tigating some shootings in which Chicago 
police were involved and in which a gun be- 
longing to the person shot was not recovered, 
according to an attorney who represents po- 
lice officers.

“Purrhermore, ofhcers need to realize char 
refusing to speak with investigatory iw en- 
forcement agency in these ps of sitieatinns 
is NOT 2 violation of any Rules ar Reguls- 
tians of che (PT nor is it an aimissian af 
guile in any way,” he wrese. 


The letter to Dean C. Angelo, Sr., president 
of the Chicago branch of the Fraternal Order 
of Police, was published this week on the po- 
lice blog Second City Cop. 

FOP spokesman Pat Camden said Wednes- 
day that the letter involved lawyer-client priv- 
ilege and would not be discussed further. 

Police-involved shootings have received 
increased national attention since the fatal 
shooting of an unarmed black teen in Fer- 
guson, Mo. The Aug. 9 shooting of Michael 
Brown, 18, led to sometimes violent protests 
and is being investigated by the FBI.

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Shailene Woodley and 
Theo James in ‘Divergent’ 


‘Divergent stars promise 
emotional, bigger sequel 


Los Angeles Times 
Shailene Woodley kicked off 2014 with the 
Sundance Film Festival premiere of “White 
Bird ina Blizzard,” in which she plays a teenager 
whose mother unexpectedly disappears. Two 
months later, she was forging her own path 
in a future Chicago in “Divergent,” the first 
big-screen adaptation of the bestselling young 
adult novels written by Veronica Roth. 
Stretched out on a sofa in a San Diego hotel 
room, Woodley snacked on popcorn—“It 
makes life feel like a movie’—while seated 
beside co-star Theo James. The duo brought to 
life feisty heroine Tris Prior and her Dauntless 
guide Four. 


There’s been a lot of discussion about the 
importance of strong women on screen of 
late, but, as a recent essay on The Dissolve 
pointed out, those characters don’t always 
have enough to do on screen. It’s great that 
Tris is the engine that drives this story. 
Shailene Woodley: That is one of the reasons 
I fell in love with “Divergent,” because Tris, 
she’s not a superhero, and she wasn’t born 
with superpowers or an ability to do things. 
She was born a normal girl and lived a very 
normal life for a long time, and although she 
had curiosities about Dauntless and these 
other factions, she was never able to exercise 
them in Abnegation. I love that the movie 
follows her arc and it follows this young girl 
who starts from a very vulnerable place and 
in the end is still in a very vulnerable place 
but avery different place internally. 

Theo James: Shai’s the perfect person to do 
it because she’s a great actress and doing the 
second movie, it’s nice to see the evolution 
with both our characters, watching them 
change and evolve. One thing that’s great 


in the first film about Tris is her strength 
never detracts from her femininity or her 
emotionality. She can be strong independent 
of anything, which is really interesting. 


How’s the experience been shooting the 
second film? 

SW: It’s been wonderful. I’ve been having so 
much fun. It’s been really nice to switch things 
up. Everything in a way is different. We’re in 
Atlanta, it’s summer. It’s not cold, Chicago 
winter. Our director is different, the set design 
is different, the costumes are different. It feels 
much bigger. It’s interesting because the movie 
feels bigger in tone and in image, but in a scene 
it feels smaller. 

TJ: We put a little taste together just to show 
the crew how we'd been doing and what came 
through is A) the scope. It looks kind of richer 
and bigger and more complex, but what came 
through to me was the emotionality behind it. 
Again, that sounds wanky. 

SW: This movie is pretty emotional. 

TJ: Yeah, but not in a cheesy way. There’s real 
stakes behind it, and sometimes that’s hard to 
find in spectacular situations. 


Has it been fun to be able to build on the 
performance from the first film? 

SW: It has. With a movie like this, we will 
spend a week doing a train sequence where 
we're just fighting for a week or doing 
choreography or walking down a hallway or 
running, but then there’s a lot of gratifying 
moments. Last week for three days in a row... 
I was working with someone and we had a lot 
of emotional scenes together. It was nice to go 
home at the end of the day and feel exhausted 
for exerting a lot of feeling versus exerting a lot 
of physical energy.

The duo make an impressive combination: 
Blanco sounding like the no-nonsense money 
man and Gzus working his laid-back fly guy 
rhyme formula to perfection. Their teamwork 
on songs like “Pimp On” and “Infiniti Bars,” 
convey a smoothed-out urgency. “Stackin’ and 
Mackin’ ” is an extra-strength blunt wrapped 
in a Coogi sweater, the result being a project 


that feels like a long-lost Rap-A-Lot Records 
release. 


Kickin’ it Wit’... 

Chris Crack 
“Kickin It Wit ...”, from Tree protegee Chris 
Crack, doesn’t officially come out until next 
week, but I’m confident in saying it’s one of 
the best Chicago music projects to drop this 
year.

Sons of Anarchy Motorcycle Club Redwood 
Original locked the picturesque hamlet of 
Charming, Calif, in their lawless grip, filling the 
streets with murder, mayhem and all manner of 
reckless havoc. 

But now the rambunctious bikers of 
SAMCRO are nearing the end of their road— 
and they are uneasy riders. Deadly jeopardy is 
around almost every twist and turn, not only 
from rivals but also from wary allies in their 
criminal endeavors. 

Meanwhile, Jackson “Jax” Teller (Charlie 
Hunnam), the gang’s young and conflicted 
leader, is battling a more wrenching crisis: His 
wife, Tara (Maggie Siff), was brutally murdered, 
and he’s enlisting his brothers-in-arms for a cold- 
blooded mission of vengeance, unaware that 
the real culprit is his beloved mother, Gemma 
(Katey Sagal)—the controlling matriarch who 
speared ‘Tara in the head repeatedly with a 
carving fork. 

The whirlwind circle of life and death 
inaugurates the Sept. 9 launch of the seventh 
and final season of “Sons of Anarchy,” the most 
popular—and bloody—series in the history of 
FX. The drama about the group of hard-living 
merry men and their “ol ladies” drew a weekly 
average of more than 10 million viewers last 
year. 

“It has been an amazing journey that I never 
would have imagined happening,” said Kurt 
Sutter, the outspoken architect of this universe. 
The time to end “Sons of Anarchy” is right, he 
maintained; he made the decision a few years 


deal with the sadness.” 

Though there are numerous elements to the 
“SOA” world, the explosive dynamic between 
Sutter and Hunnam is central. They mirror each 
other in intensity and drive. 

“This has been the great creative experience 
of my life,” said Hunnam, 34, amid a long day 
at the North Hollywood studios where “SOA” 
shoots. “I’m really sad to be saying goodbye to 
these guys and this cast and this world that I’ve 
come to love a great deal. It’s really exciting to 
be part of a show that really means something.” 

But there were a few bumps along the way, 
and the actor and his boss at times wound up on 
a creative collision course. Hunnam said Sutter 
would challenge him and his portrayal of the 
show’s hero, with fiery consequences. 

“One of the things that Jax always has to deal 
with is being overwhelmed and dealing with 
self-doubt,” he said. “I felt that acutely during 
the course of the show, of being overwhelmed, 
and that sometimes brought out the very worst 
in me. 

“I’ve had a very short fuse at times,” he 
conceded. “Kurt and I have very similar 
personalities. We both can have robust 
reactions. There’s been so much love, but there 
have been those other times when I tried to 
engage him in hand-to-hand combat.” 

Sutter said the clashes were never personal 
and were all about the work. He has choked up 
at premieres when praising Hunnam, calling 
him a true brother: “We're at a place where we'd 
take a bullet for each other.”
